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DETAILED ACTION 

The application having Application No. 10,621,734 has a total of 14 claims 
pending in the application; there are 2 independent claims and 12 dependent claims. 
This is in response to the amendment filed 6/8/2006. Claims 1,2,4, 5, 7,8,9,10,11, 
13, and 14 are amended. The section 112 rejection for claims 8-14 is withdrawn in view 
of applicant's arguments. The rejection is withdrawn. The section 112 rejection for 
claim 13 is withdrawn in view of applicant's amendment.. The rejection is withdrawn. 
The corrections to the drawings has been noted and entered. The objection is 
withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 
Claims 15-16 are cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention is drawn to providing encryption in a communication system using encryption 
vectors and also ensuring the receipt of packets by use of acknowledgements, all 
occurring at the physical layer. More specifically, independent claims 1 and 8 identify 
the uniquely distinct features: a first physical layer packet encrypted using a first 
encryption vector to a receiving device, wherein the first physical layer packet 
comprises a second encryption vector (emphasis added by the examiner). The closest 
prior art Srivastava et al. with U.S. Patent No. 6,684,331, also disclose the encryption 
using a first encryption vector wherein the first packet comprises a second encryption 
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vector. However, Srivastava et al. does not disclose this encryption method occurring 
at the physical layer. The prior art, taken either singly or in combination, fails to 
anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of applicant's independent claim, in such a 
manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The claimed 
invention is therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and 
nonobvious over prior art. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly 
labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
